tilated at an early stage of the sossion 
that the speeVfioB bou tained little now. 
Aa affairs' now stand, the supplios ol 
1866 have not been voted, and the 
Governor, it appears, doclincs to taku 
the rospousibility of guuruaiooing llio 
Balarios of tlio oliicials. In conso- 
queuce, noticeB v?oro last night served 
on the Harbormaster and Poai>- 
master's Clerk; the Suporiutoudont ol 
Education and the Teaubors iu ibf 
Public Schools j the Clerks of tbe 
Logialatipo Council and Assombiy, 
and the atluchos of olbor dopartmoiils, 
stating tlinL, in caiiscquonoo of the 
financial oiubiirrussaiouLs ol ibo culony,. 
tboy must not roly upon rocuiviiig an^ 
salary altor tbe 3isL ol August (yosior 
day). VVbollior tbe oilicials wbo boliJ 
Crown appointments were similarly 
served we have not learned. Tbis 
position is taiiiauiouut lo closing the 
public offices, the schools, the courts, 
the posi^ollico, ifco, turu'.ug 
teen or twenty gontlemon with 
lamilies dependent upon tbum out ol 
employmout, and roudenug the trans- 
action of public business next to 
impossible. A beautiful state ol 
affairs, and one that wo are in- 
debted almost entirely to the baa 
conduct ot tbe l{;vdical majority iu 
the Assembly, who have insisted on 
mainlaining un uncousiituiioual posi- 
tion with regard to the initiation ol 
money-Votes — as Dr Asb expressed ii 
yesterday — " to raise the salaries ol 
their friends." The Couucil, it is true, 
are to blame for not passing the 
schedule, with the exception of tho un- 
constitutional portions, and sending it 
back to tho Lower ilouso for their ac- 
ceptance or rojeciion on that issue. 
But by throwing out tho entire 
schedule, tboy raised tho question of 
the right of the Assembly to say how 
the money asked for and voted should 
be applied. This right we believe to 
bo undoubted, and tho ilouso wouli 
be guilty of a surrender ol its liberties 
did they consent to yield it. But bad it 
npi been for tho determined obstinacy 
of tho majority, a conference would 
have rejulted, and satisfactory explai 
nations arrived at.

.This bill, (wbiob does Dot allow damages to 
be reeovered lor iojariet sastamed by the 
traspasB of stock on land,) uoless the said 
land is enclosed in a proper and lawful fence, 
came up for a second reading. 

Dr Ash opposed tbo bill, do tirao was 
aClorded tbo ouuiilry members in which to 
consider its provisions, aud its pasaa^^o might 
. be produclivu of a great deal ol harm to 
agriculturaliais. lie would oppose it until he 
uudersiood its object more thoroughly. 

Mr DeCosmoj said the object of the bill 
was to show tbe Icdiaos that the; could not 
get oompeQfiaiioa lor injury done to their 
potato palohes, ualcss tbey feaeed their lands 
White people fenced as a matter of coarse, 
aud Indians should be made to do so or sul- 
fer tho consequences. 

Dr Anh said tho remarks of the hon. gen- 
tlemen were the best argument in lavour ot 
the measure beinj; careluily considered. Any- 
thing that ellected tbu Indians should be 
careluily dealt will. If tbe Indiana were 
compelled to fence in tbeir land, why were 
Dot the white men compelled to fence in 
tbeir cattle 7 

After some further disoussioo, tbe bill 
passed a>eoood reading and tbe Hoase went 
into Committee on tbe

which was passed and reported complete. 

THE TltKSI'ASS lill.L. 

Dr Ilelracl;un moved that tho chair do no-,v 
rise on this bill. 

Mr KeCosinos demanded an explanation 
for so singular a motion. The hoa. gentle» 
man must tbir.k thai iho members of the 
House were all puppets if they agreed to 
such a motion without having its object ex- 
plained. Mr White man, according to the 
Speaker, must do evorytbing, and the lazy 
whelp of an Indian must do nothing. 

Dr I'ickHoii ihouyhi sotno good and si;f!i~

The (Jhainnan could hear no dobato on 
such a niuiion. 

The motion was lost — Helmckon and Aali 
in tbo allirraativo. 

The debate on tho bill then proceeded. 

Dr Ash moved that tho Oommiitcc rise 
and report progress. 

Mr Pidwell regretted to see this opposition 
after tho respeoittblo petition in favor of tho 
bill that had been presented. Tho bill was 
to protect tbe while man Irom the dcpredu- 
tiuus of the Indians, 

Tho raotioD to rise and report progress 
was lost. 

The petition praying for tho bill was then 
read. 

Dr Uelmcken said the subject was a grave 
sabjeot, and beiag a grave subjeot, should 

Sot be hastily dealt with. Tho bill would 
ave the eQaot of stirring up litigation in dis- 
tricts where iba settlors bad always settled 
their little disputes in such matters without 
reoonrBO to law. Tbo colony had never done 
its duty by tbo Imliaiis. The (Joverninnnt 
eeenitd to lie lust asloep on every subjoct 
wherein the inloreslH of thu lodian were con- 
cerned. Ttiuro was nothing in tlia bill^that 
said what u legal funcu wan, and the Indidua 
oould prove nuihing before a .Justice of the 
Pe^koe, because tliuir oaths could not bo 
taken, and ua Indian was not likely to get 
justice before any Court in the outlyiog dis- 
tricts if they had a fence one hundred and 
fifty feet high and filtunn foot thick. He 
know oattle that cuuld hardly be kept out by 
a lanco of thai dimonsiong. Trouble would 
t^rise if this bill were parsed, and tt^e cattle 
q( the licttlerri would Ijo shot. 
A long diseusaioii ensued. 
Dr Ash again miivud that tho chair do now 
rise on tbia bill. Lust. 

Mr Vouiig HUggosiod that the operations 
of the bill bo coulined lo Oonicbao, aod 
restricted lo two years. 
Dr Dickson lavoied this seggestioD. 
Mr Pidwell'tbougbt that tbe system should 
bo oxteodcd over all the districts, ' 

Dr Ash i)oiiitMii onl tluvt this was a m inoy 
bill, and as it had oiigiiiiUiiil iu iho Upper 
House and iburu was uu prospect of its being 



pasncd this day, he would again iiiovo tbit 
llio Olinir do now riso. 

The Chuirniuii believed that this was a 
money-bill, ami was not adiniasable, having 
originated in the Upper House'. 

i)i Diekson moved thu chair rise nnd refer 
the mutter to tho Speaker. 

Dr Ash moved that the chair bo sustained. 
He did not think tho Spouker should be 
called on at a moment's notice to give his 
opinioo [laui>hier]. 

Tbo oliair lose and submitted tho question 
to the Speaker, who thOUpiht .the House hud 
bolter get an answer to-morrow [laugbiei j. 

The Speaker — This is not a money- bill 
[renewed laughleij. 

The Hoi-so again wont into Committee 
when the Ohainoan, amid uproarious merri- 
ment, discovered that ho had submitted the 
bills of sale bill instead ct tho trespass bill. 

TheOommittee again rose and referred ilie 
trespass bill to tho Speaher, who deeidad 
that be was sorry to say the bill did not come 
under tbe defiaitton of a money- bill. 

The debate cn tbe measure was resumed. 

Dr Ash moved a resolution that tbe matter 
be taken up as tbe first business of the nest 
session. .' ■ 

Dr Helmckon— Do tho hon. gentlemen 
want thu other bills to pass?

Dr llulnickon— Then you'd botler pass thi.s 
resoUilion. 

Mr .McCluro liually moved that tho Com- 
mittee riso and report progress on tho bill, 
and ask leave to sit again so soon as tho 
other business bad been gone through.

KSTIMATHj. 

Tho Couneil resolutions on the Estimates 

were read, and Mr DeCosmos ollercd the 

lollowing in reply llieioio, 

JicsolvcJ, That tho Honse in reply to t!io 
Roaolulioiis of the lion. Legialative Ciiiiiieil, 
dated August 30, ISGti, is ol the following 
opinion : 

1. Thai the Logislativo Council does not 
possess any constitutionul right to origitiute, 
amend or alter u bill granting a supply lo 
the Crown, ur to alter, unieud, or strike out 
the Bchedulo of any such bill or any pan 
ihoreof, or even to suggest to this Houso a 
desire to amend, alter, or strike out any part 
ol a Bill granting a supply to the Crown, or 
even lo correct any portion of snob Bill, 
unless the sumo is clearly a cleiieal crrur 
contrary to tbo resolutions ol Ibis llon>e m 
Supply, or even to return eueh a lull to this 
Houso (ixcepc when assumed lo by tho Cuun- 
eil. 

2. That this House recognizes uo riglit or 
privilege whatever, in the Hon. Legislative 
Council, respeoling a bill in which tbie 
House grants a supply to the Orown, except 
tbe constitutional right to reject dr assent to 
suoh bill. 

3. That this Houso possesses tlio solo nnd 
exclusive right to grant iiippiies lo the 
Crown, and in every Bill of Supijiy to limit 
the time for which sneh grant shall be niiulo, 
to name tho amount ol money to be e.\|ii.'L:d- 
cd for each and every sorvieu churg.iiiblo on 
tbe peneral revenue, and to ullach micIi cnn^ 
ditiooa to every suoh grant lis in the judg- 
ment of this Houso is right, proper, aud lor 
the public good. 

4. That tbo hon. Legislative Council, in 
striking ont tbe Sohedule to tbe Bill of Sup- 
ply for 1866, with the iutentioD cf leaving iiie 
total grant for 1866, viz: the" sum of 8218, 9(13 
32, lo be e.xponded at the discretion ul ihe 
Executive independently of tbe wishes nt tl;is 
House; and in twice returning suoh Bill so 
amor.ded lo this Houso (without the 
Schedule) has exceeded its laniul anihorily, 
has violated the undoubted privileges of this 
House, has endangered tho liberties cl the 
people and of this House, and has interposed 
an unlawful authority bBt,veon this House 
and the Crown, thereby retarding the best' 
interests of the oouutry by preventing this 
House from granting a Supply to the Crowo 
for the current ydat.V , " ' ' ' 

5. That this House denies that the' 
Schedule to the Bill of Supply contains any 
'•tacks," "clauses'' or priivi.iions "foreign In 
the principle and purport" o; ilio said Hill, 
or anything that this llou.',e had not a lawliil 
and undoubted rigid to attach iherelo. 

C, That if any one meaauro is ruproJuued 
in the sche.lule whieh the fjiigisl.ttivo Coun- 
cil has rejected this seasiori, this House is 
not awure of it; but even il suub n^e mea- 
sure so rejeoted has beeO reproduced, aod if 
such one measure is' a oondilion attuobing to 
tho duties of any public officer paid out o' 
the general ravuaue, this House maiotain.H 
that It had and has an undoubted right to 
attach suuh a condition tnereto, i hai even 
if such condition or "one ineasciro'' were at- 
tached unconstitutionally to the Supp'ly Bill 
(which this llousi' denies) the only aulbor- 
ity that the lion, t.e^islalive Council ciiald 
cooati:utionaliy exercise, would bu tho riglit 
to asaent lo or rejeoMbo liill .as a whole; 
but it possesses uo authority to altompt to 
amend a Hill of Supply lor any such cause. 

7. That this House '^oliberaiol), and uue. 
quivocally declares that it has not madc''anY 
atteni|)l" whatever "to coerce the action ul 
the LeL'i.slative (^uunoil" by inserting asy^ 
thing whjiever in the Supply Hill or in tlie 
Schedule iherelu. 'I'lr't wiiatever provisiona 
ihcre may he in the body of the liill ol Sup- 
ply or in the SehLdiili) thereto, havi; been 
made in the exercise of tho utidonbled right 
ol this House lo grant a Supply lo the Crown, 
sulijeot to suoh limitations as in the judg- 
ment of this House are best calculated to 
guard against an undue expeuditure of the 
general revenue, and at the same time to 
'' promote the prcjtess and prosperity ol tlie 
Colony." 

Resolved, That tho above Resolutions and 
the Supply Bill, be transmitted co the Legis- 
lative Council. 

.Mr .MoClure seconded the resolutions. 'I'lio 
Upper House no more ihaii this llou' U coiilil 
violate the IJonslitutioi). lie iiiaintaiaed die 
right of tho Lower llonse to tack on these 
measures lo tho bills cd supply. 

Mr I'idwoll asked lor wliat purpose this 
bill was sent to tbe Legislative GouaotI— lor 
its assenti 
Voices — Yes. 

Mr I'lilwell— Then its a perfect farce. 
The Council has a right toe>;press its (ipiiiioii 
on any bill. Tno Covernineiit was eomp osiol 
of three powers, and neither power eould iii 
lerleie with the other. This House coulil 
either accept or reject the lislimatoa — but 
it could not add lo them. II it did, it 
assumed an Executive power that did uot bo 
long to it, aod the Council exercised a cou- 
stitutional right when il insisted that the 
fjuwer House did jnot poasoss tbo power, 
riio llousu had exceeded its power in 
initialing tbu money-vote^, and the Council ! 
had acli^d wisely in olienkiiig it. 'I'lu! sysiciu 
of jobbiiry that Ini h.nl seen i iitrf i liic..,| m 
other eolouies by this very emrsi: v.m:, pm- - 
lectly disgraceliil, Tho llousj!, when iiiiiuic- 
uriiled, had copied as closely a^ pn.<silih! llie 
system adopted by tho Cuiniiioiia at homo. 
The Legislative Couneil had aolod wisnly in 
putting iia foot on tho moasuru. 

^t DeCosmoB said the hon. goallciuao 
had no doabl freed bis mind of a load tbat 
bad been on it for some time. lie 
was, no doubt, a very able represoiitativi; ol 
tbo tjoveriirnent. Tim hoii, goutleinan 
quoted Irorn .May to inaintain his po.,itioii, 
und niaintuilied that the (jovurrior, by Ins 
own filiowing, had no leg:d 'ii;;lit to ii.x|i(iiul 
one dollar without lliu cuusont ol' thu As- 
aqinbly. 

Air Vouug said tho Council had coiiiinit- 
ted itself. It bad a right to object to oortiin 
portioqf if irrelevant ; but this they bud nut 
done. This House bud no vitiht to " lack " 
on irrelevant matters. But tho Uuuiiod had 
no right to cast out thu whole scliodnli: - 
tliny could ohjeol lo certain portiona, hm mn 
to the whole. Thelloiiie had not biieii nU 
Icwed lo look into the e.\pi;'uiilures, and tin; 
more the Assembly muiutuiuod its position 



by holding nn to lha puree-stringn, tho better 
il would lie for tbe Colony, 

Ul D.eksoii legarded ihe conrpe adopted 
by the Upper llon.^o and tho '.xeciiiivo as 
illeg.il uiiii nncunstitiitional. Every member 
(except the member for Salt Spring) sup- 
poried the Houso in ita present position. 
I'lioro was one thing that occurred to his 
mind — there was the item relating to the 
real estate tax, that should oume out, in 
order tbut there might bo no excuse for ihe 
course of the Oouuoil. lie considered that 
2!) per oeot.^ou'mocU bsd been Voted. There 
wore a lot of locusta in ollice who wore eating 
up the people's subslaiico. As a whole, he 
supported Air UeCosraos' reaolotiuos. 

'I'ho first resolution was curried — Mr Pid- 
well iu the negative.. 

1 ho eeconU resoliitioD was oarried unani- 
rncusly. 

'L'o tlio Ihird, Mr Pidwell said that tho 
House had a right to cut down iieina ol ex- 
penditure ; but it had no right to raise tbem. 
Dr Ash took tho same view. 
Mr DeCoamoa maintained tbe right' of the 
House to initiate moDoy-voies. 

Dr Ash said tbat tbe adoption of thia 
system would be most peroioioas in this 
House, it would allow tht members to raise the 
satiiiici oj ilicir friends whenever tbey saw lit. 

.\lr Cueliiane lud Dr Dickson took posi- 
tions ill favor of the stand assumed by the 
House III the initiation ol iiioriey-voles, and 
Ihe resoliition passed— Ash and Pidwell op- 
posed. 

The remaiiidor nf the resnlntiona passed 
alter slight opposition, until the la.it resolu- 
tinn was reached, which was atneuded lo 
strike out the proposition to Bond buck the 
Supply Bill— the majority of the House 
b l ing of opinion that tbe rejeollQU of the 
measure by the Council killed il.

Dr Dickson moved a vote ot thanks lo the 
Clerk.

Carried unanimously.
